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TRAFFIC  AND  PARKING  MAY 

flfte^  two  surveys,  presentations  by  DPW  and 
SFPD,  intense  discussion,  dialogue,  research  and 
planning,  the  basics  of  a  new  preferential  parking 
plan  are  in  place  and  ready  for  a  vote  at  the  September 
GPA  meeting.  In  addition,  DPW  has  received  our  recom- 
mendations for  traffic  flow  adjustments,  and  is  responding 
to  our  request  for  their  recommendations  on  other  areas 
we,  as  a  neighborhood,  feel  need  attention. 

The  major  change  in  the  preferential  parking  program 
(D-sticker  parking)  is  a  reduction  from  a  4-hour  to  a  2- 
hour  limit  in  an  area  roughly  within  two  blocks  of  our 
commercial  district  and  BART.  In  addition,  time  limits 
are  to  be  expanded  to  both  sides  of  the  street  in  those  areas 
where  currently  there  are  restrictions  only  on  the  side  with 
houses  or  shops.  Outside  the  two-block  radius,  the  limit 
would  remain  at  4  hours. 

This  innovative  approach  accommodates  both  those  of 
us  who  live  within  the  preferential  parking  area  who  do 
not  notice  abuses  of  the  4-hour  limit,  as  well  as  those 
living  closer  to  BART  and  the  commercial  district  who 
are  most  heavily  impacted  by  commuters.  Areas  like  the 
500  block  of  Arlington  Street  will  be  especially  relieved, 
as  their  time  limit  will  not  only  go  down  to  2  hours  for 
non-D-stickered  vehicles,  but  will  also  cover  both  sides  of 
the  street.  Currently,  most  spaces  on  the  south  side  of  that 
block  are  filled  by  7  a.m.,  and  stay  filled  until  5:30  p.m. 
The  2-hour  limit  will  allow  increased  parking  for  shoppers 
and  people  visiting  our  restaurants  for  lunch,  as  well. 

If  you  would  like  to  see  a  map  of  the  proposed  changes, 
drop  by  Tiffany's  Wines  &  Spirits,  where  Tiffany  will 
have  a  copy  for  your  review. 

The  following  recommendations  were  also  made  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works: 

1.  Add  left  turn  lanes  in  both  directions  on  Diamond  at 
Bosworth,  plus  left-tmn  lights  in  all  four  directions. 

2.  Changing  the  current  blinking  yellow/blinking  red  light 
at  the  Diamond/Monterey/San  Jose  Ave.  intersection  to

3.  Changing  the  light  pattern  at  Monterey  /  Circular  /280

GREENING  OF  GLEN  PARK 

Qlen  Park  is  getting  a  little  greener,  as  the  GPA 
and  Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest  move  ahead  with 
tree-planting.  Under  the  direction  of  Health  & 
Environment  Chair  Carol  Gamble,  seven  blocks  will 
soon  be  enjoying  the  physical,  aesthetic  and  psychic 
benefits  of  trees.  As  we  go  to  press,  a  meeting  is  planned 
at  which  the  blocks  will  select  just  which  kinds  of  trees 
they  will  be  planting. 

This  program  is  a  bargain.  If  you  were  to  plant  a  tree 
on  your  own,  it  could  cost  you  upwards  of  $250.  Chop- 
ping a  hole  in  the  sidewalk  alone  would  probably  be  too 
much  to  try  on  your  own.  And  don't  forget  that  you'd 
need  to  negotiate  the  unique  chamber  of  horrors  known  as 
"getting  a  permit". 

But  FUF  and  the  GPA  make  it  easy  and  remarkably 
affordable.  For  only  $95  total,  you  can  have  all  the 
permitting  taken  care  of,  expert  help  in  selecting  and 
caring  for  your  tree  —  and  the  tree  itself.  (If  you  don't 
akeady  have  a  hole  in  your  sidewalk  where  a  tree  could 
be  planted,  then  the  cost  is  $135,  which  is  still  a  bargain.) 

Why  plant  trees?  Because  they  clean  the  air,  muffle 
noise,  provide  shade  in  our  Indian  summer,  block  wind, 
increase  your  property  value,  provide  a  welcome  home 
for  songbirds,  and  because  they  are  just  plain  beautiful  to 
look  at.

DPW  has  also  agreed  to  study  the  following  areas  and 
come  back  to  us  with  their  proposals.

2.  Congo/Joost  and  Congo/Monterey  St.  intersections. 
(One  proposal  is  to  put  up  stop  signs,  but  since  a  Muni 
route  is  involved,  this  may  be  difficult  to  get.) 

3.  Castro/Bemis/Sussex/Laidley  convergence 

4.  Bosworth/O'Shaughnessy  between  Malta  and  the  Elk/ 
Congo  intersection,  to  slow  down  speeding  traffic 
which  winds  up  in  people's  back  yards  when  it  rains 

5.  The  Elk  Street  'banzai  run' 

6.  Diamond  Street  between  Surrey  and  Chenery 

While  SFPD  believes  that  changing  the  preferential 
parking  limit  from  4  to  2  hours  in  heavily-impacted  areas 
will  eliminate  the  worst  of  the  commuter  parking  abuse, 
we  can  offer  no  such  hope  for  traffic  enforcement.  As  is 
well-known,  our  police  are  stretched  to  the  limit  right  now 
dealing  with  felonies,  and  traffic  offenses  have  simply 
taken  a  back  seat.  While  we  have  requested  increased  en- 
forcement of  major  problems  like  double-  and  triple- 
parking  in  bus  zones  at  BART,  it  can  be  given  only  on  a

ised  to  do  the  best  they  can  for  us,  but  we  must  not  expect 
miracles. 

However,  we  can  make  sure  we  are  not  contributing  to 
the  problem.  If  you  pick  up  somebody  at  BART,  espe- 
cially in  the  evenings,  try  using  the  lot  across  the  street  as 
your  rendezvous  point.  Or  agree  on  a  meeting  place  a 
block  or  so  away,  where  it's  less  congested.  It  may  save 
you  a  trip  to  the  body  shop,  or  at  least  wear  and  tear  on 
your  nerves.  ■ 

Letter  to  the  Editor 

The  visual  boundaries  of  Glen  Canyon  Park  extend 
from  the  canyon  floor  upwards  to  the  undeveloped 
hillside  west,  above  O'Shaughnessy.  This  expanse  of 
cliffs  and  green  and  golden  hills  is  enjoyed  by  thousands 
of  us  who  live  within  view  of  or  travel  through  this 
historic  natural  canyon  in  San  Francisco.  The  area  is 
home  to  many  native  plants,  including  the  coastal  scrub 
which  is  prime  habitat  for  mammals  other  than  man. 

Mr.  Tony  Sheehan  is  proposing  to  develop  2.4  acres  of 
the  hillside  south  of  Del  Vale  between  O'Shaughnessy 
and  Marietta  Drive.  His  plans  include  a  new  street  and 
16  to  20  attached  single  family  units  on  Lot  76  of  Block 
2949A.  Development  would  eliminate  a  good  portion  of 
the  open  hillside,  which  serves  as  a  watershed  for  Islais 
Creek,  as  well  as  the  native  plant  and  animal  habitats  in 
that  area. 

We  join  with  the  Miraloma  Park  Improvement  Club 
and  the  Glen  Park  Association  in  opposing  Mr. 
Sheehan 's  proposed  development.  We  urge  the  City  to 
use  Open  Space  funds  to  purchase  this  land  to  insure  its 
future  as  open  space  and  home  to  native  flora  and  fauna. 
We  encourage  the  Finance  Committee  to  make  this 
recommendation.

THE  UNFRIENDLY  SKIES  C 

ou  thought  it  was  impossible  to  increase  the 

I   number  of  aircraft  in  our  already  crowded  skies? 
Not  impossible!  In  fact,  vastly  increased  over- 
flights are  the  result  of  San  Francisco  International  Airport's 
plan  to  make  it  possible  for  airlines  to  double  their  operations 
(arrivals  and  departures)  in  coming  years. 

Airport  operations  are  among  the  few  areas  of  local  govern- 
ment allowed  to  have  unUmited,  uncontrolled  growth.  On  the 
surface  the  rationale  seems  compelling.  The  airport  brings  in 
a  profit,  increased  operations  mean  more  jobs  and  commerce. 

Yes,  but...  Other  City  agencies  also  make  a  profit,  yet  do 
not  make  unilateral  decisions  about  their  own  uncontrolled 
growth.  Parking  Control  and  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspec- 
tion are  two  obvious  examples.  And  the  new  jobs  resulting 
from  increased  airport  operations  are  in  San  Mateo  County, 
not  San  Francisco.  What's  more,  tourist  dollars  are  spread  all 
over  the  Bay  Area,  as  are  manufacturing  and  related  commer- 
cial freight  dollars. 

A  good  example  of  the  attitude  of  SFIA  and  Mayor  Agnos 
came  during  the  recent  announcement  that  United  Airlines 
will  increase  overseas  operations  at  SFIA  by  86%.  United, 
which  conducts  more  operations  than  any  other  SFIA  carrier, 
simply  announced  its  intention.  SFIA  and  the  Mayor  jumped 
to  assure  that  everything  possible  would  be  done  to  assist. 

There  has  been  no  examination  of  the  noise  pollution  effects 
and  safety  risks  of  an  86%  increase  in  these  operations.  No 
measures  were  taken,  or  even  suggested,  to  protect  our 
community  from  the  effects  of  these  increases.  Moreover,  for 
all  the  happy  projections  about  the  numbers  of  jobs  United's 
expansion  will  create,  the  Mayor's  own  figures  show  most  of 
those  new  jobs  will  go  to  counties  other  than  San  Francisco. 

Many  residents  now  feel  it's  time  to  reexamine  the  privi- 
leges accorded  to  SFIA,  privileges  whose  price  is  increased 
noise  pollution  and  safety  risks.  (Ed.  note:  the  'safety  risks' 

WER  GLEN  PARK 

were  recently  demonstrated  when  parts  of  a  DC-10  engine 
landed  in  a  40-square  mile  area  of  corn  and  soybean  fields. 

SFIA's  Proposed  Master  Plan  —  SFIA  is  developing  a 
master  plan  for  the  next  decade,  into  the  next  century.  The 
draft  plan  anticipates  major  increases  in  passenger  operations, 
but  the  greatest  increases  are  projected  for  commercial  freight 
operations.  No  mention  is  made  of  changes  in  runway  length, 
number  or  configuration.  Since  runways  cannot  handle 
current  operations,  this  is  a  serious  ommission. 

In  1987  and  1988,  SFIA  repeatedly  stated  it  had  no  plans  to 
expand  runways  at  the  airport.  However,  when  the  Master 
Plan  proposal  was  in  its  final  draft,  SFIA  requested  the 
Airports  Commission  undertake  an  expensive  feasibility 
study  of  extending  runways  into  the  Bay,  as  a  noise  abate- 
ment measure.  Later,  a  proposal  to  expand  runways  to  allow 
more  planes  at  one  time  was  added  to  the  study.  Thus,  the 
most  important  subject  of  expansion  and  construction  at  the 
airport  was  excluded  from  its  Master  Plan,  and  then  was 
presented  under  the  guise  of  a  noise  abatement  measure. 
Runway  extension  and  expansion  is  being  handled  separately 
because,  says  SFIA,  "it  would  take  too  long  to  complete"  a 
Master  Plan  with  runway  expansion  plans,  and  the  airport  is 
under  pressure  to  provide  a  Master  Plan  —  any  Master  Plan. 

An  independent  consultant  reported  that  SFIA's  proposed 
Master  Plan  is  seriously  defective  (e.g.,  it  incorporates  the 
policy  decision  of  the  airport  administration  for  "uncon- 
strained growth",  fails  to  examine  or  discuss  alternative 
plans,  is  overly  general  and  vague,  and  contains  unsubstanti- 
ated figures  and  projections).  The  intentional  omission  of 
runway  expansion  plans  from  a  supposed  "Master  Plan"  for 
the  airport  raises  important  questions  about  the  intentions  of 
the  airport  administration  in  undertaking  the  exercise  at  all. 

Obviously,  the  entire  scenario  is  byzantine  and,  ultimately, 
unsetthng.
